NEWS OR NOT 


What Makes a Mudder 


In Preston Burch’s excellent book, 
Training Thoroughbred Horses, which, in- 
cidentally. is now in the hands of the 
binders, occurs the arresting statement, 
“Nobody knows what makes a mudder.” 
This is apparently a frank conclusion born 
of long experience, but it will be remark- 
able if there are less than a dozen persons 
who go to Mr. Burch and spell out for 
him exactly what it is that makes one 
horse better able than another to run on 
a muddy track. Chances are that the 
author already has heard and examined 
all the theories which will be presented to 
him, but he is a patient man, and prob- 
ably will be willing to learn all about it 
from somebody with a brand new trainer’s 
license, or from somebody who cashed a 
bet at the Bowie meeting last fall. 

There was, however, one man who may 
have known what makes a mudder, or at 
least a part of it, though it is improbable 
that he knew much more than Preston 
Burch about the matter. 

Some twenty-odd years ago, when we 
were on the Turf desk of the Morning 
Telegraph in New York, Bob Shannon 
was training at Aqueduct a 2-year-old 
named Morse Code (by Sporting Blood 
out of the Preakness winner Nellie Morse), 
of whose high class he was so confident 
that we sent out a photographer to get a 
pre-season training picture of the colt. 
When the photograph showed up on the 
desk one morning, the late Judge Charles 
Mickelwait leaned over our shoulder, 
glanced at it, and commented: 

“That’s a good colt, but he won’t be 
able to run in the mud? What’s his 
name?” 

“His name is Morse Code, and _ his 
mammy was Nellie Morse, and she won the 
Preakness in mud up to here.” 

“Maybe so, but this colt won’t run in 
mud.” 

“How can you tell a horse won’t run in 
the mud by looking at a picture of him 
galloping?” 

The Judge (he had picked up the title 
by acting as an official at a few race 
meetings) never answered the question, 
and we assumed he was guessing, possibly 
on the basis of length of stride. 

A few days later Shannon worked the 
colt on a muddy track. He had nothing in 
the barn which could run with Morse 
Code. even for a short distance, but he put 
in a 2-year-old filly to provide a semblance 
of competition. The filly ran off and left 
him in a quarter-mile. 

“Of course,” said the Judge, when we 
told him about the work. 

A few weeks later we got in a batch 
of pictures from Kentucky, where Tannery 
had achieved some prominence as a can- 
didate for the Kentucky Derby. Mickel-

announced: “Nice horse. He'll stop at | 


the eighth-pole.” 

Tannery stopped long before the eighth- 
pole. and we're still wondering whether 
the old man was kidding a green hand 
or whether he actually did see enough 
in that picture to give him a basis for 
prediction. There is still a lingering sus- 
picion that he knew what he was talking 
about when he announced that Morse 
Code was no mudder. 


Cause and Defect 


Actually Morse Code went wrong so 
quicklp that there was no further check 
on the prediction as to his mudding abil- 
ity. Chances are that some wise old heads 
among the trainers on Long Island did a 
little sententious wagging and came to the 
conclusion that Bob Shannon would have 
had better luck with the colt if he had 
kept that photographer off the premises. 
Many trainers still prefer to keep photog- 
raphers away from their horses, some for 
moderately good reasons, and some _ be- 
cause there might be something in the old 
notion that it is “bad luck” to have a horse 
photographed (outside the winner’s circle, 
of course). 

Non-trainers, and photographers, espe- 
cially, are likely to refer to this aversion 
as a superstition, though one man’s super- 
stitution may be another's religion, It is 
easy enough to imagine how the belief 
arose. Suppose that, before the Kentucky 
Derby. all the starters have been allowed 
to pose for photographers. All of them 
but one will lose—barring the remote 
possibility of a dead heat. In any race 
there are more losers than winners. There 
has to be a reason for losing. If the trainer 
doesn’t wish to take the blame himself. 
or lay it on the horse or jockey or the 
track or dirt in the face or something else. 
he can attribute it to a picture. 

Superstitions are easy to come by. Dr. 
B. F. Skinner, of the University of Indi- 
ana, reported a few years ago the case of 
the superstitious pigeons. After starving 
the birds a little. he put them in cages 
where a clockwork mechanism presented 
them food and then moved it away from 
them. The pigeons soon got the idea that 
whatever they had happened to be doing 
when the food arrived was responsible for 
its arrival, For instance, one of them 
got the notion that hopping sidewise did 
the trick, and even with the clockwork 
stopped and no food at all, it made about 
ten thousand hops before it began to sus- 
pect that hopping failed to cause the de- 
livery of food. 

Horsemen are nearly always smarter 
than pigeons, but they would have to be 
a littke smarter than humans in order 
to avoid all superstition. 

Actually they ought not to be frightened 
over having a horse photographed. All 
they have to do is to knock on wood.

Tom Fool's Suburban Handicap: 


A Race of Exceptional Merit 


New YORK 

Its a pleasure to let fly with a few su- 
perlatives once in a while. so | shall begin 
by saying that Tom Fool's Suburban was 
the fastest and most exciting race I’ve 
seen in many a day. Also. if anybody at 
Belmont Park last Saturday been 
calm enough to poll the 42.000 spectators. 
the Greentree Stable’s colt) would have 
been voted Horse of the Year by acclama- 
tion. 

It always has been a credo of New York 
race-goers that Tom Fool didn’t fancy going 
ten furlongs. or running over a track that 
was the least bit damp. Just for that, he 
ran the mile and a quarter of the Subur- 
ban in 2:00%5. over a track which had 
taken a drizzling rain for several hours. 
Incidentally, he did the mile in 1:35%. a 
fifth of a second faster than time for the 
Metropolitan Handicap the previous Sat- 
urday. Nice going. 

\s nearly everybody knows. Belmont 
Park’s track record for a mile and a quar- 
ter in 2:00. was set by H. P. Whitney's 
Whisk Broom II in 1913, but hardly any- 
one takes it seriously. Whisk Broom II's 
race was a bit before my time. but I’ve 
heard that the timer snapped on the wrong 
winning post. Horses ran the other way 
round—with the rail on the right—at Bel- 
mont Park in those days. Besides. there 
were two winning posts—the regular one. 
and another, for the finish of the Belmont 
Stakes and the Suburban, about 50 or 70 
yards farther along the course, in front 
of the old club house, a building now used 
as a storeroom and a place to print the 
programs. Even though Tom Fool didn’t 
quite set a record, he ran a very gallant 
race under 128 pounds, giving Mrs. Esther 
du Pont Weir's improved and improving 
*Royal Vale. which looks as British as a 
photograph by Rouch, five pounds and an- 
other beating. The performances of the 
Jeffords pair. One Count and Kiss Me 


Kate. were too disappointing for words. 


CASUALTY. Somehow or other, we 
hardly ever have a good race that we 
don’t lose a nice horse. The latest loss is 
Harry Guggenheim’s Kentucky Derby 
Winner. Dark Star. which bowed a ten-

don in his right fore leg so badly during 
the running of the Preakness that he has 
been retired from racing. It is believed 
that the mishap occurred as he turned 
into the stretch; at any rate. Moreno. who 
rode him, said that he felt the colt flinch. 
and thereafter he began to drop_ back. 
eventually finishing fifth. 

The seriousness of the injury did not 
hecome apparent till some time later. In 
fact. Dark Star seemed to cool out all 
right. but by the next day the leg had 
filled badly, On Monday afternoon. after 
Mr. Guggenheim conferred with Eddie 
Hayward. his trainer. and several vets. it 
was decided not to attempt to train him. 
but to send him to the stud. Probably next 
month Dark Star will be turned out on his 
owner's estate on Long Island. and the first 
of the year he will go to Claiborne Farm. 
where Mr. Guggenheim keeps his brood- 
mares, foals. and yearlings. 

By the way. Dark Star isn’t the first colt 
to break down during the Preakness. 
Fight years ago. after winning the Ken- 
tucky Derby the previous Saturday. F. W. 
Hooper's Hoop, Jr. did it. and finished 
second to—of all things—Polynesian. the 
sire of Native Dancer. 


MEMENTO. By long odds. the best 
souvenir of England’s historic event that 
has come my way is Cope’s Royal Caval- 
cade of the Turf, edited by Alfred Cope 
cnd published for David Cope. Ltd.. to 
commemorate the coronation of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. In this fas- 
cinating story of royalty’s close associa- 
tion with racing for two thousand years. 
I've come across many items I never knew 
till now. 

One was that Broadicea was the first 
British queen to maintain a royal stud— 
and that no good came of it. It seems 
that she borrowed a large sum from the 
Roman philosopher Seneca. Later, Seneca 
called in the loan. and when the Queen 
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wouldn't pay up. the Romans distrained 
on her property. In reprisal. Broadicea 
raised the standard of revolt among her 
Iceni tribesmen. and the whole thing had 
a sorry ending. 

Another was that. in the Bayeux Tap- 
estry. the manes of the English horses are 
hogged. and those of the Norman animals 
are not. Also, in the heart of London, near 
St. Paul’s. there’s a street called Knight- 
rider, which, in the time of Henry II, in 
the late twelfth century, was the road to 
the city’s first race course. Smithfield, in 
those days known as Smoothfield. 

And I didn’t know that Henry VIII col- 
lected fine horses as well as wives, and 
was something of a betting man; accord- 
ing to an unknown gazetteer, on one occa- 
sion he raced his black courser against 
“Mr. Karey’s Geldyng for a wager.” and 
though this isn’t mentioned. probably won 
his bet. 

And so on, through chapters on the 
Stuarts at Newmarket. the Hanovers, Ed- 
ward VII. the Prince of Sportsmen, and the 
Royal Owners in a Changing World—as 
interesting a hundred pages as I’ve read 
in a long time. Incidentally, Alfred Cope 
--and I suppose I should pass this horrid 
information along in a whisper—is a book- 
maker. Well, perhaps he’s not exactly a 
bookmaker; he’s the managing director 
of David Cope, Ltd.. one of the larger 
establishments in England that handle off- 
course betting. 


PREMIERE. Things certainly are look- 
ing up for racing in the arts. At the New 
York City Centre of Music and Drama one

“Campbell Mares” as Producers, 


Compared With Their Sisters 


An article of faith with many breeders 
is that the full sisters (and maybe the 
half sisters) of good race mares are just 
as good prospective broodmares as the 
good runners themselves. This stands to 
reason, they say, because (a) siblings have 
the same pedigree, (b) good race mares 
are more likely to be “raced too much,” 
and (c) there are many instances in which 
the good race mares have been less suc- 
cessful producers than their sisters. 

The hypothesis is interesting. A determ- 
ination of whether it is correct or not 
should be still more interesting. It cannot 
be verified on the grounds that it stands 
to reason, especially when none of the 
reasons is good enough. (a) Siblings have 
the same pedigree but not the same in- 
heritance; they have only about 50 per 
cent the same genetic make-up. (b) There 
is no evidence that hard racing has an 
adverse effect upon the quality of a mare’s 
production, except insofar as it keeps her 
out of production in her best, i. e., young- 
est, years. (c) Instances prove nothing but 
instances. 


What is the actual comparison between 
the progeny records of good race mares 
and the progeny records of their sisters? 
The problem sounds easy enough—but it 
isn’t. If it had been very easy, someone 
would have done it long ago. 


The study which follows is the result 
of the insistence of Lou Doherty, of Elm- 
endorf Farm, who initiated it by providing 
a list of what he calls “Campbell mares” 
which had full sisters. Campbell mares, 
as one might guess. are those which, as 
2-year-olds, were assigned weights in the 
Experimental Free Handicaps. The list, 
of course, is based on 2-yéar-old form 
only, and hence omits some of the best 
mares in each crop of foals. Real Delight, 
for instance, had no Experimental weight; 
she did not even race at two. 

Nevertheless. the fillies in the Experi- 
mental Handicaps do comprise an accept- 
able list of good race mares. They were 
at least good as 2-year-olds. and they 
were chosen on the basis of racing ability, 
without reference to pedigree. 

From Mr. Doherty’s original list I have 
eliminated sisters such as Manatella and 
Manie O'Hara, and Vagrancy and Valse, 
when both were weighted in the Experi- 
mental, Also eliminated were a few others, 
where the sister not in the Experimental 
was a stakes winner. For instance, Flying 
Gal is not included among the sisters of 


Flying Song (*Sir Gallahad II—*Fil- 
ante) for the reason that she was a better 
race mare than Flying Song herself: she 
raced before the Experimental Handicap 
was established. Some of the sisters includ- 
ed were. of course. good race mares them- 
selves. but. judging simply from the rec- 
ord, not as good as the Experimental 
mares with which they are paired. 

Foxy Gal. another of the sisters of Fly- 
ing Song. was omitted from consideration 
because of her early exportation to Eng- 
land. She produced there the successful 
Australian sire Helios (by Hyperion). but 
her record as a whole was undistinguished. 

Left for consideration after making 
what seemed the proper eliminations were 
43 Campbell mares with 59 full sisters for 
which progeny comparisons could be 
made. The full list is set forth in an ac- 
companying tabulation. The results are 
given in terms of total money won by the 
progeny, and also in terms of the average- 
earnings index, since the offspring will 
have raced in different years with greatly 
different opportunities for earnings. 

It may be noted in the beginning that. 
of the 59 sisters, nine have progeny earn- 
ings indexes superior to those of the 
Experimental mares. These are Sappho 
(Galley Slave). Elota (High Fleet). Sel- 
dina (Inscoelda). Lull (Little Nymph), 
Mountain Pass (Matterhorn), Heart 
Breaker (Smart Trick). Tedmelia (Ted- 
briar). Baton Rouge and Ma Minnie 
(Wand). These are the instances. It seems 
quite safe to generalize that on no other 
basis besides racing class could a breeder 
predict correctly the relative worth of

No mare with an Experimental Handicap 
ranking had a progeny index of less than .60, that 
is, less than 60 per cent of average expectancy in 
earnings. Fifteen of their 59 sisters had progeny 
indexes below .60. 


paired broodmare prospects in 50 out of 
59 cases. 


The tabulation giving the mares by name 
shows the number of year-starters for each 
through 1952. The next column shows the 
number of times the year-starters have 
gained indexes of more than 4.00, that is, 
the number of times they won more than 
four times the average money per horse 
available in any given year, An index of 
4.00 is roughly equivalent to good stakes 
class, and appears a more dependable 
measure than is provided by the term 
stakes winner, which may cover anything 
from Citation to the winner of the Inter- 
mountain Futurity. 


Of the 718 year-starters from Experi- 
mental mares, 121 earned more than four 
times average: of the 943  vyear-starters 
from their sisters, 92 were in the 4.00- 
plus category. The proportions are 16.9 per 
cent and 9.8 per cent. 


The progeny of the Experimental mares 
have earned an average of $8,152 per 
starter per year; of their sisters, an aver- 
age of $4.269. 

The group index for the progeny of 
Experimental mares is 3.34, that is. earn- 
ings 3.34 times the average expectancy for 
the years in which they raced. For the 
progeny of their sisters, the group index 
is 1.81. 

More revealing, however. is the tabula- 
tion showing the distribution of the pro- 
geny records at various levels of excel- 
lence. Only 9.3 per cent of the Experi- 
mental mares had progeny indexes below 
1.00, that is. below average expectancy, 
as against 39 per cent of their sisters. At 
the other end of the scale. 16.3 per cent 
of the Experimental mares had progeny 
indexes above 5.00. against 1.7 per cent 
(one mare) among their sisters. 

By accumulating the percentages given. 
it will be seen that 39.5 per cent of the 
Experimental mares have progeny indexes 
below 2.00: of their sisters. 74.6 per cent 
are below this standard, Putting it the 
other way. 60.5 per cent of the Experi- 
mental mares are above 2.00. and 25.4 per 
cent of their sisters. 

The data given here are from a sample 
which is not large enough to fix the com- 
parison with finality. But the sample is 
enough to indicate the relative merit of 
Experimental mares and their sisters with- 
in a rather small degree of statistical 
error. It reaffirms, for the thousandth 
time, that no other measure compares 
with racing class for reliability in pre- 
dicting the probable value of a broodmare 
prospect. It suggests these conclusions: 


(1) The sisters of mares included in the 
Experimental Handicaps are much better 
than average prospects as broodmares. 
(2) Their probability of becoming success- 
ful producers is less than half that of the 
Experimental mares, and, in the upper 
ranges of merit, less than a third.

$200.000 and $300.000. as

Andys Glory to High Hope 


Andys Glory. 8-year-old son of Andy K. 
—Charnot. by *Master Charlie, has ar- 
rived at the High Hope Farm of Douglas 
M. Davis Jr.. at Versailles. Ky.. where he 
will enter public stud in 1954. The horse 
is being bred to three mares this season. 

The property of Irving Gushen. vice 
president of the New England division of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association. Andys Glory has been a suc- 
cessful horse in the East. where he has 
won 26 races. His arrival increases to 
five the number of stallions at High Hope. 
The others are Tiger. Four Freedoms. 
Bull Weed, and Roman Sandal. 

The present High Hope Farm. formerly 
known as Buck Pond, was taken over by 
Davis last year. Since then he has built 
a new yearling barn and made other im- 
provements on the 300-acre tract which is 
largely in blue grass. No horses had 
grazed there for 19 years before Davis 
purchased the farm. 

Davis will sell five yearlings at Keene- 
land the last week in July. One of them 
is by Capot, the only Capot to be sold 
at public auction this year. He also has 
a 1953 foal by Capot. His other sales year- 
lings are by Polynesian. *Heliopolis, 
Bimelech. and Reaping Reward, 


*Leibwachter’s “Registration” 


Dr. C. Walter Mattingly, of New Or- 
leans, has sent THE BLoop-Horse a photo- 
stat of the registration certificate issued 
to him by the French Agricultural Min- 
istry’s Thoroughbred registration author- 
ity in the case of *Leibwachter. Dr. Mat- 
tingly, after he had been informed last 
year that the registry had been effected, 
advertised the son of Brantome. and was 
surprised that The Jockey Club in New 
York recently refused to register him in 
America. 

The photostatic copy of the German cer- 
tificate, stamped by the French authority, 
reveals the gimmick which caused The 
Jockey Club to deny Thoroughbred status 
to *Leibwachter. The horse is registered 
in Annex A of the French stud book 
under the name of Royal Guard, ex Leib- 
wachter. Annex A is a separate section of 
the stud book, intended to keep records 
straight but not to qualify the horses 
therein for full rank as Thoroughbreds. 


Bright News Dead 


The stallion Bright News (Stardust— 
Inkling), winner of the Irish Derby and 
second to Souverain in the King George 
VI Stakes at Ascot, died recently at the 
age of 10, at the Woodpark Stud in County 
Meath. Ireland. Four yearlings by Bright 
News were sold at Saratoga in 1951. 


$250.000 for An Honor 


Michael J. Hogan, a Louisville tavern 
keeper. has sued Warner L. Jones Jr. for 
$250.000. claiming that Hogan actually 
was the breeder of Royal Bay Gem and 
was “divested of much prominence and 
profitable exploitation” by reason of the 
fact that registered himself as 
breeder. Hogan claims that he owned 
Bayadere when she foaled Royal Bay Gem 
at Mr. Jones’ Hermitage Farm. Goshen. 
Ky.. in May. 1950, and that he sold 
the mare and colt to Jones six weeks later 
for $6.000.

Intent has bowed a tendon and will be 
retired to stud at Mrs. E. S. Moore’s Circle 
M Farm. Lexington. Mrs. Moore recently 
bought a half interest in the horse from 
the Brookfield Farm stable of Harry 
Isaacs. 

Intent. by War Relic—Liz F.. by Bub- 
bling Over, has won $317.775 in three 
seasons of racing. His stakes victories in- 
clude last year’s $100.000 Santa Anita 
Maturity and San Juan Capistrano Handi- 
cap.

To Controversy Over Purses 


An invitation to speak to the Thorough- 
pred Club of America at its dinner meet- 
ing the evening of May 29 gave Robert 
0. Read. national president of the Horse- 
men's Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion. an opportunity to appraise the or- 
vanization in terms of activities more ben- 
evolent than its occasional militant con- 
ficts with race tracks. Speaking before a 
wod-sized audience in the Gold Room of 
the Lafayette Hotel at Lexington. the 
Columbus. Ohio, attorney documented at 
considerable length his reasons for “par- 
donable pride in the endeavors of the 
HBPA.” before discussing briefly the re- 
cent boycott at Hollywood Park. 

He began at the beginning. “Our or- 
ganization was formed September 24. 
1940. in Providence. R. L.. with a group 
of 40 owners and trainers. It was incor- 
porated as a non-profit organization known 
as the Horsemen’s Retirement Fund. In 
its first vear it retired 57 horses and ran 
out of money. The charter was amended 
in February. 1941. and the name changed 
to the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association. At the first) meeting 
under the new set-up, held in Providence. 
there were about a hundred members 
present. 

“We have now grown to a membership 
of more than 13.000 and have spread to 
all parts of the United States and Canada. 
We have 17 autonomous regional divisions, 
each headed by a divisional vice presi- 
dent. The affairs of each division are con- 
ducted by a board of ten directors. At 
our recent convention in Florida the con- 
stitution was amended so that each divi- 
sional board is composed of not less than 
three and not more than five owners. along 
with five to seven owner-trainers, 

“The national board of directors is com- 
posed of the vice presidents of the 17 divi- 
sions. along with the national president. 
adviser to the president. and general coun- 
sel. The national officers. along with a 
national executive secretary-treasurer. are 
selected for one-year terms by the national 
hoard of directors, Only the national and 
divisional secretary-treasurers are salaried. 

“Major advances in the growth of the 
organization were made in 1944, when 
the Maryland owners’ and trainers’ organ- 
ation affiliated with us. and in 1947, 
when the California association became 
oe of our divisions. As a consequence of 
our representative membership we have 
tamed the right to be recognized as the 
elective spokesman for Thoroughbred 
owners, 

“The rise of the organization unques- 
linably was brought about by poor con- 


ditions prevalent in racing. First was the 
necessity for a benevolent fund to care for 
the sick and destitute. Second was the 
problem of stable areas and the deplorable 
conditions in which they were generally 
maintained. Third was the character and 
quality of some of the racing officials. 
“Since the establishment of the HBPA 
we have distributed more than a million 
dollars from our benevolent funds. in- 
cluding about $110,000 in 1952. An addi- 
tional $60.000 was spent last year for 
direct relief in areas struck by disastrous 
stable fires. I do not believe there is a 
racing area in the country where our or- 
ganization has not assumed complete re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of those asso- 
ciated with the industry. and there has 
been no need for any dependence on 
public charity, In my opinion, the shoul- 
dering of this responsibility has been one 
of the most effective means of overcoming 
local prejudices against racing.” 
Summarizing other activities of the 
HBPA, Mr. Read noted its co-operation in. 
and original advocacy of. The Jockey Club 
Foundation Home: its maintenance of hos- 
pital rooms for the use of members and 
employees near the larger centers of 
racing: its collection and distribution of 
$96.000 for the aid of horsemen who lost 
stock in the swamp-fever epizootic in New 
England. and its contribution of $27.000 to 
the Grayson Foundation for study and pre- 
vention of such outbreaks: contributions 
to research on infantile paralysis. cancer,

and heart disease; iinprovements in stable 
area living conditions throughout the 
country; improvement in the quality of 
officials; the virtual disappearance of re- 
ductions in advertised purse distribution 
through substitution of cheaper races; its 
constant study of legislative and taxation 
matters; and its successful attempt to ob- 
tain from the Department of Labor a 
ruling exempting stables from compliance 
with the so-called Wages and Hour Law. 

Of Dwight Murphy's resignation as 
chairman of the California Horse Racing 
Board Mr. Read spoke with “real regret.” 
Mr. Murphy was “a real asset. not only 
to California racing but to racing through- 
out the country. and I for one will be 
most sorry that he will not be able to 
serve as the new president of the Nation- 
al Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners.” 

In its relation to other activities, the 
HBPA’s effort to gain higher purses, Read 
said. “has been greatly and thoroughly 
exaggerated.” 

“The requests we have made for purse 
increases have been the result of diligent 
study on the part of our officers. We 
found that some associations were dis- 
tributing in purses as much as 60 or 65 
per cent of their share of the mutuel take, 
while in other instances such distribution 
amounted to only 30 or 31 per cent. ... 
Not only does the economic well-being of 
the horseman himself depend on an equit- 
able distribution, but so does that of the 
trainers, jockeys. and of course the breed- 
ers. At present definite percentage purse 
agreements are in effect in Florida, Mary- 
land. New England. Michigan. and Cali- 
..... 

“When we completed the study it was 
readily apparent that the purse distribu- 
tion schedules of both Santa Anita and 
Hollywood Park were glaringly inade- 
quate. During 1952. our figures showed, 
distribution at Hollywood Park amounted 
to only 32.8 per cent. and at Santa Anita 
33.2 per cent. while the national average 
of the 54 major tracks approximated 44 
per cent. 

“We further recognize that. as far as 
total dollar outlay is concerned, these 
associations offered more than any other 
meetings in the country. However, we must 
remember that when Hollywood or Santa 
Anita handles $2.000.000. the track’s take 
<rrounts to $140.000, whereas when a New 
York track handles $2.000.000. its share is 
only $80.000. The two California tracks 
distributed about $2,000 a day more than 
the New York tracks.” 

Read concluded with a recitation of 
events leading up to the HBPA’s success- 
ful boycott of the Hollywood Park meet- 
ing and the final settlement of the dis- 
agreement between horsemen and man- 
agement. He then answered a few ques- 
tions from the audience.

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Governor Vetoes A Measure 
To Rotate Florida Meetings 


Florida Gov. Dan McCarty this week 
vetoed a legislative bill which would have 
rotated racing dates for Tropical, Hialeah. 
and Gulfstream Parks. 

The bill had passed the Senate by a 
vote of 23-15, the House by 68-24. In 
order to override the governor’s veto, both 
chambers would have to pass it again by a 
two-thirds majority. which at mid-week 
seemed unlikely. since the legislature must 
adjourn its 60-day session on Friday, June 
5. 

In a statement by the governor explain- 
ing his stand, he said proponents of the 
bill had been unable to prove to him that 
rotation would do the State any good. He 
didn’t see how it would help State revenue, 
and he didn’t see how it would help 
racing in Florida. Tampering with racing 
dates this year simply would open the 
door to more political date-fixing in sub- 
sequent sessions of the legislature. he 
said. 


The full text of the governor’s message 
follows: 


Under a law adopted in 1947 and in 
effect continuously since, horse racing 
dates for the three horse tracks in the so- 
called Dade County area are allocated ac- 
cording to the amount of revenue produced 
by each track. By this act the Florida State 
Racing Commission was deprived of any 
discretion in the allocation of dates for 
these three tracks. Committee  substi- 
tute for Senate Bill 557, after the 1953- 
1954 season, sets up a so-called “rotation 
system” based on three 40-day racing 
periods during the 120-day racing sea- 
son; at which time “the first period shall 
be allocated to the track to which was al- 
located the second period for the preced- 
ing year; the second period shall be al- 
located to the track which had the third 
period for the preceding year; and the 
third period to the track which had the 
first period for the preceding year.” 
Thereafter racing dates are to be allo- 
cated by rotation in the same order. 

I have carefully and thoroughly ana- 
lyzed the bill in question for its potential 
effect on State revenues as well as its ef- 
fect on the horse racing industry in Flor- 
ida. I have heard all of the arguments of- 
fered by the proponents and opponents 
and have sought all information available 
by independent research. After this com- 
prehensive study, I have concluded that 
the welfare and best interests of the peo- 
ple of Florida, beyond any measure of 
doubt, require that [ disapprove the bill 
in question. I might add that the State 


Racing Commission unanimously agrees 
that the bill is a dangerous experiment. 

In my opinion, this bill introduces in 
the future operation of these tracks an 
element of speculation, uncertainty, and ac- 
tual instability that will adversely affect 
State revenues to the great injury of the 
people of the 67 counties as well as those 
aged citizens who look to the State for 
aid and support which is vital to their 
very existence. 

In a very practical sense. the people of 
Florida have become profit-sharing part- 
ners in the racing industry. A brief an- 
alysis of the 1953 reports as well as re- 
ports of prior years from the three tracks 
involved will reveal the sizeable contri- 
bution which they are making and have 
made to the State’s revenues under their 
past and present date allocation system. 
Reports for the 1952-53 season. just closed. 
show these three tracks alone produced to 
the 67 counties the sum of $4.586.891.47. 
and to the Old Age Assistance Fund the 
sum of $7,853.561.00. or a total of $12.- 
440,452.47, for both purposes.

Imbros marked himself as an up-and-coming 3- 
year-old when he won the Will Rogers Stakes over 
a field which included such respectable colts as 
Decorated. Hour Regards, and Chanlea, making 
his first start since last winter when he developed 
a quarter crack and was retired for treatment. The 
son of Polynesian (the fourth stakes winner for the 
popular sire this year) romped over the six fur- 
longs in 1:10, only 4-second off the track record. 

Imbros broke slowly and didn’t take command 
until the stretch run. Atomic Speed seemed to 
stumble at the start, but finished fast, and Decor- 
ated. coupled as an entry with the winner, never 
got started and finished fifth. 

Imbros was bred by Woodvale Farm, Lexington, 
where he was foaled April 1, 1950. He was sold 
in the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1951, for $15,000 
to Andrew J. Crevolin. (A half brother to Imbros., 
a colt by Page Boots, has been entered in this 
summer's sale at Keeneland.) Polynesian, with 
seven stakes winners to his credit, stands at Ira 
Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, Lexington. 

The new stakes winner didn’t start as a 2-year- 
old for Mr. Crevolin, because of trouble with his 
knees and back. In mid-summer last year, a blister 
was applied to his knees and ankles, but the sea- 
son’s heat slowed the mending process. 

He didn't make his first start until April 15, 
this year, when he won a 6-furlong race at Tan- 
foran. A week later, he finished second to Ali’s 
Gem, and on May 19 he won his second race at 
Hollywood Park, beating Rejected and Big Sky, 
which finished ninth in the Will Rogers.

Mrs. Robert H. Heighe 


Mrs. Robert H. Heighe spent Wednes- 
day. May 27. at the Pimlico race track. 
She watched her horses run. spent several 
pleasant hours visiting with old friends. 
Even though her entries hadn't done well 
(Dehra Dun finished ninth in the second 
race, and Maxine T. finished sixth in the 
fourth race). it had been a good day. and 
Mrs. Heighe went home refreshed and un- 
concerned with an illness which had 
bothered her for two years, 

Mrs. Heighe died that night at her 
Prospect Hill Farm in Harford County. 
She was 69 years of age. 

For nearly 25 years Mrs. Heighe had 
been Maryland’s favorite horsewoman. As 
a vice president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, she was the only 
woman official of the organization: as a 
breeder and owner of race horses. she 
lauded the value of Maryland as a breed- 
ing State and kept her stables stocked 
with young horses bred there. 

Mrs. Heighe got into racing in 1929. 
when an aunt of Mr. Heighe. Mrs. Her- 
man B. Duryea. died and left the good 
stallion *Durbar II and five broodmares 
to her nephew. *Durbar II had won the 
English Derby in 1914 for Mr. Duryea 
(who died in 1916 and left the horse to 
his wife). Thus the Heighes fell heir to 
the remnant of the American-owned stud 
upon which much of the later success of 
Marcel Boussac’s stable in France was 
founded. 

Among the good horses bred and raced 
by Mrs. Heighe were stakes winners Zoic. 
Rehearsal. Pony Ballet. Adroit. Indus. 
Wisenheimer, and Seer. The mare Adroit. 
winner of two stakes in 1944 and the 
Black Helen Handicap in 1946. probably 
was the best of the lot. 

Mrs. Heighe. born in Baltimore, was a 
granddaughter of Augustus W. Bradford. 
governor of Maryland during the Civil 
War. Her survivors include a_ brother. 
Henry McElderry. and a ,sister. Mrs. 
Joseph S. Jacobs. both of Baltimore. 

The present racing stable. comprised of 
ten horses. will be sold in the Belmont 
Park paddock auction on June 10. At 
the Bel Air farm, which Mrs. Heighe had 
sold to Mr. and Mrs. Bliss Flaccus and 
later repurchased, are the stallions Zayin 
and Tamil and about 18 broodmares. Plans 
for dispersal of the farm stock probably 
will be announced later, 


George W. Glick 


Funeral services were held this week 
for George W. Glick. one of the oldest 
trainers on the West Coast. who died May 
16 at a nursing home near Balboa, Calif. 
The 72-year-old veteran had been ill for 
little more than a year. 


Glick was a native of Kanses. but spent 
his boyhood in Colorado. The family 
moved to southern California where his 
father owned a large ranch in a district 
now called Signal Hill. a fabulously 
wealthy oil community. The elder Glick. 
however. sold the ranch when his son was 
a youngster because the land wasn’t much 
good for farming. 

Glick’s experience in racing went back 
more than 45 vears. to the old Juarez 
track. and Glick trained there with Clar- 
ence Buxton. In 1917 Glick started train- 
ing on his own and campaigned through 
the Midwest and in Canada. He returned 
to California, trained for Terry O'Malley 
and others. and when Santa Anita Park 
opened in 1934. Glick was one of the first 
on the grounds with a string of horses. 

For several years. he was a director of 
the California Thoroughbred Owners and 
Trainers Association. which later was 
merged into the Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association. Among the 
horses he handled were Sasin. Lady Flo:- 
ise. and Sweepalot.

Murphy was related to the HBPA’s conflict 
with Hollywood Park? “I’m afraid it is, 
I think he has recognized that there are 
two Goliaths in southern California and 
has elected to step aside—and that js 
racing’s real loss.” 

What is the HBPA’s choice between 
high minimum purses and purses gradu- 
ated according to class? The membership 
as a whole necessarily owns more cheap 
horses than good ones. and probably would 
prefer a high minimum. organiza- 
tion’s policy. however. is to recognize the 
importance of allowing better opportuni- 
ties for better horses. 

Wasn't the HBPA behaving like a labor 

union when it resorted to strikes and boy- 
cotts? “If there ever was a capitalist. it’s 
a horse owner. and I don’t know of a less 
fragile investment than a race horse... . 
I don’t like the tactics we have sometimes 
used any better than anyone else. but 
when there is no other recourse for cor- 
recting an injustice what method is bet- 
ter?” 
When Tanforan reopens. will the HBPA 
hold it to a straight 40 per cent of its 
take or settle for the new formula of a 
4-3-2.72 (The new formula. preposed but 
not yet adopted. would mean less distri- 
bution at Tanforan than was made under 
the 40 per cent agreement this year.) 
“What's fair for one is fair for all. We 
could not ask Gene Mori for a_ larger 
share than we ask at other tracks.” 

How about Hollywood Park’s $100,000 
races and its allocation of a considerable 
part of its total raise to stakes races? “I 
see nothing wrong in raising some of the 
stakes. It has been our estimate that about 
70 per cent of distribution should be in 
overnight races and about 30 per cent in 
stakes, and | think that’s just about what 
Hollywood Park has done.” 

Members of the Thoroughbred Club had 
learned more about the HBPA. its activ- 
ities and its attitudes. than most of them 
had ever known. Alex Bower. who acted 
as program chairman. announced that 
track management would be given a 
chance to present its side of the picture. 


CHANGE OF PACE 


Humphrey S. Finney. executive vice 
vresident of the Fasig-Tipton Company. 
for 30 years has kept himself as busy as 
a beehive in June. In the company’s offices 
in New York he suffered a slight heart 
attack on the morning of May 22. The 
coctor sent him to bed. told him to stay 
there through the following week, and to 
slow down his activity thereafter. “I feel 
fine.” Finney said this week. “But I missed 
the Preakness for the first time in 25 
years.” 
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Nationalization in Argentina 


One of the richest and strongest Jockey 
Clubs in the world was the one in Argen- 
tina. It was a little too rich and too strong. 
In April. President Juan Peron roused 
his rabble to pillage and burn the organ- 
ization’s magnificent headquarters in 
Buenos Aires. In May, he moved to ex- 
terminate the Jockey Club itself. 

Dictator Peron sent to his submissive 
Congress the text of a new law which— 

(1) Declares the Jockey Club “dissolved 
and extinguished.” 

2) Turns over to the Poder Executive 
of the state the direction of the race 
tracks. betting. and conduct of racing, “to 
safeguard the morality, the customs, and 
the economy of the country.” 

3) Assigns all the property. rights. and 
activities of the abolished Jockey Club to 
the state, and provides that the P. E. 
(executive power) shall take possession 
at once. 

4) Places racing and associated activ- 
ities under the direction of the agricultural 
ministry. leaving the government free to 
transfer responsibility to other depart- 
ments as it pleases. 

5) Provides that the P. E. shall adopt 
such measures that the revenue provided 
by racing shall be used for public aid 
and benefit (asistencia y beneficio social). 

Some of the world’s great stud farms 
prospered in Argentina under private own- 
ership while racing was controlled by the 
Jockey Club, It is questionable whether 
they will continue breeding on a large 
scale for a sport in which the state has 
taken over all authority. On the other 
hand, they may be denied the privilege of 
liquidating their Thoroughbred holdings 
through exportation. 


Recent Important Races 


Three-year-old form in France is thor- 
ougly confused by the fact that early 
classic races have all been won by different 
horses. The Prix Lupin, last of the im- 
portant tests before the Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby), was run Sunday, May 31, 
and it brought another new name into 
prominence. The 2,100-meter race fell to 
the outsider Dandy Drake (Admiral 
Drake—Dame de Beaute, by Foxhunter), 
owned by Prince Aly Khan. Dandy Drake 
won by a length and a half from Seriphos, 
with Fort de France third. English owners 
are less worried than usual over French 
competition in the Derby at Epsom Downs. 

Winner of the Italian Derby, run at 
Rome May 14, was the Aterno Stable’s 
Rivisondoli, a chestnut colt by Scanno ( by 
Areo. by Singapore) out of Atessa, by 
Dore (Captain Cuttle—Delleana), second

dam Happy Blue Bird, by Glanmerin. In 
a field of 11 runners Rivisondoli finished 
three lengths ahead of the more favored 
Alberigo and Toulouse Lautrec. Fourth 
was the filly Mezzegra. 

Italy’s Ascot Gold Cup equivalent, run 
at Milan May 17. resulted in a one-length 
victory for the Ticino Stud’s Oise. son of 
the French stallion Verso II and the Ital- 
ian classic winner Fior d’Orchidea. Tommy 
Guidi beat Laurietto a head for second 
place in the field of seven. 

Spartana, a filly by Marcel Boussac’s 
unbeaten stayer Caracalla out of Sparta. 
won the Trial Stakes at Vienna. 

Ehrenlof Stud’s Niederlaender. which 
probably will return to the U. S. for a 
second attempt on Laurel Park’s interna- 
tional race. scored an easy victory in the 
Preis der Industrie, his first important 
test of the year. Baron Thyssen plans to 
send the horse to England to run in the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot July 18. European papers 


indicate that Niederlaender will be shipped 
from England to the U. S. and that he 
will be accompanied by either Naxos or 
Neckar. 

Robert Sterling Clark’s Blow Wind 
Blow, a colt by Shut Out—*Boreale, won 
at Beverley, England. the _five-furlong 
Holderness Plate, for “2-year-olds trained 
north of the Trent.” 

Sir Victor Sassoon’s Pinza (Chanteur 
II—Pasqua, by Donatello II) had an easy 
four-length margin in winning the 114- 
mile Newmarket Stakes, one of the more 
important preliminaries to the English 
Derby. Polynesian, second, was eight 
lengths ahead of Boxwood, which finished 
third. 

Leading sire in England this year is 
*Nasrullah, now standing at Claiborne 
Farm, Paris, Ky. Second, with a long lead 
over the third-place Court Martial, is 
Royal Charger, which will stand next year 
at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington.

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Murphy Resigns 
California Job 


Dwight Murphy. who as chairman of 
the California Horse Racing board has 
held down one of the hottest seats in 
racing. resigned last week to devote more 
time to his “personal affairs.” 

His resignation was accepted “with re- 
get” by Gov. Earl Warren. who was in 
New York when Murphy made his an- 
nouncement. The gcevernor said he would 
discuss the effective date of Murphy’s 
resignation when he returned from a trip 
to England. 

Murphy succeeded Loyd Wright as 
chairman of the California board in 1951, 
and he was said to be next in line for the 
presidency of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, which will 
meet in Boston this month. 

Murphy first became a member of the 
hoard 10 vears ago, and it largely was 
through his influence that it adopted the 
43-2 formula for purse distribution, The 
formula held from 1949 until this spring 
when the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association damned it as being 
unfair to horsemen. 

The last three months probably were 


the toughest he has spent on the board, 
First, the HBPA struck for bigger purses 
at Tanforan, then pulled another boycott 
at Hollywood Park. Both times. the racing 
board was caught in the middle, expected 
to mediate an impossible difference. 

It was during the negotiations at Holly- 
wood, that Murphy proposed a revision in 
the 4-3-2 formula. He would make it 
4-3-2.7, The board has not yet formally 
adopted the new formula. 

Murphy owns the San Marcos Ranch 
in the Santa Ynez Valley, where he breeds 
Hereford cattle and Palomino horses. For 
the past several years he has been presi- 
dent of the Santa Barbara Horse Show. 


NASRC PROGRAM 


Details of the program for the annual 
convention of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners have been 
released from the office of the secretary. 
Mrs. A. E. Smith, in Lexington. Headquar- 
ters for the meeting will be the Sheraton 
Plaza Hotel in Boston. Business sessions 
will be held the morning and afternoon 
of Monday, June 8, and the mornings of 
June 9, 10, and 11. The entertainment 
program, beginning Sunday. June 7, in- 
cludes several trips, as well as racing at 
Suffolk Downs, where the Massachusetts 
Handicap will be run Wednesday. June 10.

“Triple Crown Trophy” this year. The 
award will be presented retroactively to 
War Admiral, winner of the Triple 
Crown in 1937, since there can be no 
triple winner for 1953.

We do not think it will be until 
we work as zealously to overcome the 
mistaken beliefs of the opposition as they 
are doing. It will not be until thousands 
of ‘neutrals’ can be correctly informed on 
the merits of Texas racing. It most surely 
will not be until a major organized effort 
is behind it.”
